Without a Fear 


CarY THOMAS 


ETURNING home the other day, I opened my 
R Moffatt Bible and turned to the Psalms 
in order to clear from my mind the de- 
pressed feeling that had come from hearing many 
expressions of fear. The Psalmist was so human. 
The writing that we know as the Psalms always 
seems to hold the answer to the very problems 
that we have today. I was sure I should find some- 
thing reassuring and helpful, and I did, This is 
what I discovered: 
“The day I am afraid, 
I put my trust in thee. ... 
in God I trust without a fear.” 

I looked again. Somehow I had never thought 
of David as being afraid. From childhood Sunday 
school days I remembered that he was hunted and 
persecuted and forsaken by his friends during one 
period of his life, but David was a man after 
God's “own heart.” Was it possible that he knew 
fear as we know it? 

Yet there it was: “The day I am afraid .. .” 

The idea of David’s being afraid intrigued me. 
I started searching for the thing that had enabled 
David to overcome his fear, and I discovered that 
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too. Every time he was afraid, every time he was 
“in anguish and despair,” he turned to God, the 
Eternal, and the fear was gone. Afraid? Yes; but 
“] put my trust in thee.” And what happened? 
Immediately he says, ‘In God I trust without a 
fear.” The fear had disappeared. 

Over and over in the Psalms we read evidence 
that David turned his thoughts to God whenever 
trouble or loneliness or fear overwhelmed him. 
In the 32d Psalm he tells us: 

“So let each loyal heart pray to thee in trouble 

... for thou wilt be his shelter, 

safeguarding him in peril, 
surrounding him with aid.” 

Safeguarding us, taking care of us! Wherever 
we are, whatever we are doing, God is there too 
with His protection, shielding us from harm, ‘‘Sur- 
rounding him with aid.” Surrounding us—doesn’t 
that mean that from all sides, from everywhere, 
God's help is ours? 

These are days of change. Men are going from 
homes into camp life; women are finding them- 
selves in factories, working at machines they never 
knew existed. We are being called upon to do 
things far removed from our normal way of life, 
and sometimes it all seems strange and frighten- 
ing. Often we wonder if we are capable of carry- 
ing on, of doing the tasks that are thrust upon us. 
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David must have had similar fears, and he knew 
where to go for help. He says: 

“I keep the Eternal at all times before me; 

with him so close, I cannot fail. 
And so my heart and soul rejoice, 
my body rests secure.” 

Knowing that God was with him, David 
stopped worrying and was glad. He was able to 
relax and rest, secure in the knowledge that with 
God's help he could not fail. 

This is what we must do too. We must realize 
the presence of God. With Him so close we can- 
not fail, 

Through the ages progress has come from 
change; and we know that after this present 
period of change will come a peace that will en- 
compass the entire world. Nations will have a 
better understanding of one another and of the 
needs of each. Hatred and intolerance and cruelty 
cannot triumph, because they are not of God. 
And in spite of the upheaval in the world, 

“The Eternal’s purpose stands for ever, 

and what he plans will last from age to 
age.” 

“The Eternal’s purpose stands,” and God's pur- 
pose is good.

teresting heaven, one to appeal to a man who 

is curious about the way of things. Even the 
recording angel was pleasant, a tactful fellow 
who showed no disposition to remind me of events 
best forgotten. With the charming manner I as- 
sume with such ease in dreams and with more 
difficulty in my waking hours, I inquired: 

“Why is it I failed to receive so many of the 
things I wanted when on earth?” 

And the angel inquired, “Why didn’t you ask 
for them?” 

Much of the dream has vanished from my mem- 
ory, but I shall always remember how great was 
the emphasis on the word “ask.” 

Aroused by the suggestion in the dream, I ex- 
amined my memory. With astonishment and cha- 
grin I saw that I had asked God for few of the par- 
ticular good things I wanted, things obviously 
good and divinely approved. Or if I had asked, 
the request had been so casual as to make little im- 
pression on my memory. I had wanted, even 
yearned, but without taking pains to voice the de- 
sires clearly to the Giver of all good. 


[=e that I went to heaven. It was an in- 
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For a long time I kept this information care- 
fully hidden, feeling that there was no use in re- 
vealing such unique muddling, but gradually it 
dawned upon me that I was only one of many. 

Most persons are indefinite when asking for 
their good. They wish or desire or long for some 
good, without making a definite and confident re- 
quest or demand for it. Probably demand is the 
better word, describing better the technique of 
prayer. 

Does it seem impertinent and sacrilegious to 
make demands upon divine love? Then look at 
the model prayer, the Lord’s Prayer. Note the 
brusk, imperative “Give us this day our daily 
bread.” “Forgive,” said the model Christian, not 
“Please forgive’; “Thy kingdom come,” not 
“Please let Thy kingdom come”; “Deliver us 
from evil,” not “Please don’t let anything hurt 
us. 

Does all this seem too peremptory? It will not 
seem so if prayer is considered as a confident 
statement of need addressed to the Father by a 
child who knows he is beloved and loving. 

Probably you can remember a time when you 
were very young and said to the kindest person 
in the world, “Mother, give me some bread and 
butter.” Prayer is as elemental as that. 

The word thanks is not in the model prayer. 
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But having learned courtesy with the years, you 
will want to include thanks when you ask God for 
any good thing—omitting any skepticism the years 
may have taught you. If you now ask of God 
even with a faith only approaching in strength 
that with which you once asked the kindest person 
in the world to give you bread and butter, you 
will come close to making the perfect prayer. 


Jesus Christ was aware of the human tendency 
to indirection, for He repeatedly commanded His 
followers to ask God for what they wanted. Once 
He remarked, “Hitherto have ye asked nothing in 
my name: ask, and ye shall receive, that your joy 
may be made full.” Yet every day people in ac- 
tual physical want read such texts and do nothing 
about it. It is literally true that in many cases we 
do not ask God for help until all other means of 
help have proved futile. When we then ask and 
receive quickly we are likely to be astonished. 

Are there no limits to what we may ask of God? 
Jesus Christ promised, ‘““Whatsoever ye shall ask 
in my name, that will I do.” When we ask truly in 
the name of Jesus Christ we can ask only for the 
good, for that which will work no wrong to any- 
body. It is wise to refrain from asking a special 
boon of God if there is any question of its being 
good. In such a case it is well to ask for divine 
insight or to say simply to God, “Thy will be 
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done.” But in asking for divine insight with re- 
spect to desires that are unquestionably good, a 
specific demand upon divine love is in order. 

A woman recently told me of an experience of 
hers with regard to specific requests in prayers. 

For more than twenty years she has been in the 
stock-brokerage business, beginning as a stenog- 
rapher, working up to cashier, and eventually be- 
coming a trader and saleswoman. For years now 
the market has been dull. Since she works on 
commission, her earnings have been small. She is 
married and could give up business if she so de- 
sired, but she likes business and realizes that she 
might be dissatisfied if she gave it up. For a long 
time she pondered what would be best. She could 
not decide. She kept worrying about it. Her very 
indecision worried her. 

One morning when she was going to work the 
thought occurred to her that she ought to pray for 
a definite answer to her problem. Immediately she 
said: ‘Lord, show me the way. Shall I continue 
in business or not?” She kept using this little 
prayer on her way downtown. 

After arriving in the downtown district she 
went into a restaurant for a cup of coffee. There 
she met the manager of a brokerage firm. He 
asked how things were going with her. She in- 
formed him that her sales were slow and that she 
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was thinking of giving up business. 

“How would you like to come with us as 
cashier ?”’ he asked. “On a regular salary of course. 
And you could still hold your regular customers 
and draw your commission.” 

Although such an arrangement had never oc- 
curred to her, she went to the man’s office. (After 
all, she had prayed.) The broker explained de- 
tails of the position he offered. These included a 
nice salary and a better commission than she had 
been receiving. Of course she accepted. It was the 
answer to her special prayer. 

“It was such a spiritual experience,” she says, 
“that it shook me. I just couldn’t do anything but 
give thanks the rest of the day, and that night I 
was too excited to sleep.” 

She asked God for a particular good, received 
it almost at once—and was surprised! But in this 
respect she is no different from most of us. 

Christians, prayer is a great thing, the greatest 
thing in the world. As we use it in our life we 
shall benefit ourselves; we shall think about it 
with increasing enthusiasm. When we become 
genuinely sold on it, genuinely enthusiastic about 
it, we shall quickly become definite in our prayers 
for divine help in every need. The privilege of 
prayer is a great blessing. Let us dare to believe in 
it and use it.

A N OLD Hindu proverb states that “repetition 


is the mother of wisdom.” Repeating 

words however without any thought as to 
their meaning profit. us little. But the repetition 
of an idea expressed in words invites wisdom 
and establishes its truth in consciousness.

During the Lenten season many students like to 
follow a specific program designed to aid them in 
letting go of old ideas and in appropriating new 
ideas of Truth. Nothing is more helpful in dis- 
solving an erroneous conception than the estab- 
lishment of a higher and better conception. The 
moment an individual establishes in his conscious- 
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ness the knowledge of God as his help in some 
phase of living, that moment he lets go of his 
former limited or wrong belief. 

It is good for us every day of our life to estab- 
lish ourselves repeatedly in a renewed awareness 
of God as our light, strength, courage, life, joy, 
substance, and help in every need. With this in 
mind, we have prepared the lessons for this 
month around the theme suggested by the Prayer 
of Saint Patrick, that of establishing ourselves in 
God.
